5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. Regarding claim 1 and 1 0, the prior art of the record does not teach a supporting 
method for a for operating a frequency converter of a generator in particular of a wind 
energy turbine in the event of a substantial grid voltage drop, including inter alias , a DC 
link circuit for connecting the generator-side power converter to the grid-side power 
converter the method comprising the step of generating the amount of reactive current 
to be supplied to the grid by controlling the frequency converter so as to generate 
reactive current. 

7. Regarding claim 14 and 21 , the prior art of the record does not teach a 
supporting structure for Wind energy turbine (for generating power to be supplied to a 
grid comprising a rotor a generator operatively connected to the rotor a frequency 
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converter electrically connectable to the generator and the grid and comprising a 
generator-side power converter operatively connectable to the generator a grid-side 
power converter operatively connectable to the grid and a DC link circuit for connecting 
the generator-side power converter to the grid-side power converter and a control unit 
for controlling the frequency converter for generating reactive current to be supplied to 
the grid, wherein in the event of a substantial grid voltage drop, the control unit (controls 
the frequency converter for generating the amount of reactive current to supplied to the 
grid.
